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TRAFFIC CARELESSNESS 


How many times have you come upon the scene of 
a motor vehicle accident at an intersection, found two 
or more cars all folded up like paper boxes, with bag- 
gage, seat cushions and personal effects well scattered 
i over the countryside, and the operators arguing bitter- i 

ly as to who was responsible for the crash? Many i 
times, I dare say—altogether too many times. 

This very thing happens hundreds of times daily in 
every community of our state, the only exceptions be- 
ing those cases where the operators and passengers— 
some or all—are in no physical condition after the ! 
crash to argue as to responsibility. But, generally, if 
not at the immediate scene, then at the nearby doctor’s,. 
office, the argument continues and waxes hot and loud,” 
with neither operator giving a thought to the possibil- 
ity that there may be other elements entering into this 
responsibility than just the actions of the drivers. 

How many of these operators note the visibility, 
f conditions at this intersection, how many or to what 
| extent lack of view, because of shrubs, tall grass, 
buildings, sign boards, etc., contribute to the crash, or i 
the condition of the highways, their width, surface, ; 
shoulders, and whether or not there are stop or slow 
q signs, warning signals, etc., and if so, their condit:on; 
what the weather and atmospheric conditions were, 
and, if at night, the lighting conditions. 

These and many other similar facts must be obtain- 
ed before a complete and intelligent report can be made 
to the police or sheriff’s department later. This report 
is compulsory. you know, and it must be made within i 
forty-eight hours to the nearest or most convenient of- i 
ficer, in any case where there is an injury or death ! 
or in any accident wherein one or more of the vehicles ni 
involved cannot be driven away under their own power. f 

These reports are forwarded to the Michigan State 
Police Department by all enforcement agencies that 
they may be compiled and analyzed to determine the 
numbers and causes of accidents. Many things depend 
upon these analyses, such as the types of violations it 
I! which are shown to be principally involved, which are | 
later stressed by the police agencies—in other words, 
added emphasis is given in enforcement, in the issu- 
ance of traffic tickets, warning cards and the like. 
From the standpoint of the highway engineer, these 
analyses show where these dangerous locations exist, 
and how to proceed with their elimination; from the 
educational standpoint, by showing where and on 
H which type of traffic mistake more educational litera- 
ture should be disseminated, 

If you are unfortunate enough to become involved 
in one of these catastrophies, before you lose your ~ 
temper and attempt to tear the bricks up out of the i 
pavement to throw at the other operator involved, give 
a thought to some of these things. Your insurance man 
will ask for them anyway. And if your report is com- f 
plete and intelligent, you will he doing your part, not f 
only in helping the officers to eliminate some particular 
hazard, but by helping to make the highways safer,

Forester Killed In 
Auto Accident 


A dense fog was responsible, 
Wednesday morning, for a high- 
way casualty which caused the 


.| death of a driver and the injury 


of two other motorists. 


The wreck occurred about one 
o'clock on U.S.-27, about six 
miles north of Grayling, when a 
%-ton Chevrolet pick-up, driven 
by Francis Labadie, of Kalama- 
zoo, ran into a 1%-ton Ford truck 
driven by Harold Scott, of Cole- 
man. Both drivers were heading 
south. One of the tires on the 
duo wheel of the truck driven by 
Scott had blown out and as the 
truck was heavily loaded with 
potatoes, it was necessary to 
drive slowly and he was trying 
to make Grayling for repairs. 
Labadie was evidently driving at 
a very great speed since the im- 
pact was so great that potatoes 
from the lead truck were thrown 
into the rear of the pick-up. 

Labadie’s skull was so badly 
crushed that he died before the 
ambulance, which was rushed to 
the scene of the accident, could 
reach the hospital. Scott is in 
a very critical condition at Mercy 
Hospital. His companion, Ellis 
Merks, of Coleman, was wander- 
ing about in a very dazed condi- 
tion when he was picked up and 
brought to Grayling by Ray 
Murphy, of Frederic. Although 
he was quite badly bruised, it 
was not necessary for him to be 
given medical treatment. Both 
Scott and Merks are estimated to 
be around forty years of age. 

Labadie, who was only 21 
years of age, was a forester and 
earried on his work at Camp 
Pioneer, Co. 1611, where he was 
very well liked. 

The remains were removed to 
Kalamazoo today.

“Such offers would require de- 
tailed appraisals of the present 
value of the property. 

“In taking options on Isle 
Royal the Commission merely 
is fulfilling the assignment given 
to it by the Michigan legislature 
by acquiring the land, if pos- 
sible, as a necessary preliminary 
to purchase and administration 
by the National Park Service.” 

Isle Royal is owned in part by 
citizens of 14 states, a province 
of Canada and ane foreign coun- 
try. Title in about 10,000 acres 
is held by the federal govern- 
ment and the State of Michigan. 

Owners of surface. and min- 
eral rights on Isle Royal are 
located as follows, according to 
Mr. Willemin: 

Minnesota, 34; Michigan, 19; 
Wisconsin, seven; Nebraska, ‘six; 


Illinois, five; California, fotr; 
Oregon, two; Ohio, two; Indiana, 
Texas, Kansas, Florida, New 


York, Saskatchewan, Canada, and 
Liverpool, England, one each. 

Approximately 20 of the own- 
ers are unknown and so far have 
not been successfully traced.

New U.S. Highway 


Projects Next July 


Murray D. VanWagoner, state 
highfay commissioner, announc- 
ed today the preparation of a 
new $7,600,000 Federal Aid high- 
way construction program to be 
launched next July. 


The program, which is head- 


lined by four major projects, has; 


been requested by the U. S. 
Bureau of Public Roads for early 
submission at Washington. Pro- 
jects listed on the proposed pro- 
gram are scheduled for comple- 


tion by July 1, 1937 when Com- 
missioner Van Wagoner’s present 
term expires. 

The four major projects includ- 
ed in the program are: 

1. Construction of a complete 


three-lane highway on US-16 be- | 


tween Detroit and Lansing. 
2..Completion of a paved high- 

way on US-27 from the Indiana 

line to the Straits of Mackinac. 

3. Construction of a concrete 
pavement shore road from St. 
Ignace to Brevort on US-2_ to- 
gether with additional paving on 
many other sections of this route 
and US-41 in the Upper Penin- 
sula. 

4, Construction of a three-lane 
highway on US-12 between Ann 
Arbor and Jackson.: 

US-16 now has a three lane 
pavement from Detroit to Brigh- 
ton. A two-lane gap between 
Brighton and Howell has been 
graded for three lanes. The 
three-lane pavement then starts 
again at Howell continuing just 
east of Fowlerville. Another 
two-lane gap between this point 
and Webberville. A _ three-lane 
pavement is now under construc- 


{tion from Webberville to Wil- 


liamston. From this point to 
g the highway is again a

Egg Regulations 
Deferred 60 Days 


Egg grading regulations recent- 


.| ly promulgated by Commissioner 


of Agriculture James F. Thom- 
son, to become effective Nov. 1, 
will not become effective for at 
least 60 days, the Commissioner 
announced today. 


Meanwhile Thomson is work- 
ing on a plan whereby he hopes 
to enforce the egg grading regu- 
lations without charging a service 
fee from those who deal in eggs, 
a plan recommended to the de- 
partment by a committee rep- 
resenting producers, consumers, 
wholesalers and retailers of eggs. 
Thomson believes the present 
force in the department of agri- 
culture can possibly enforce the 
regulations without the service 
fee charge. 

The regulations call for grad- 
ing, the weight and grade to be 
Stamped on all packages sold to 
the consumer. The regulations 
which were to become effective 
next month call for a $3 fee for 
all retailers handling eggs and a 
$25 fee for all wholesalers. 

Eggs may still be sold under 
the new regulations by the doz- 
en Commissioner Thomson  re- 
vealed in answer to hundreds of 
inquiries that are flooding his 
Office, but retail packages of eggs 
must carry the net weight and 
grade in letters not less than 
one-half inch in height. The egg 
Yruling issued some time ago by 
the Commissioner has been mis- 
interpreted by many throughout 
the state. 

“This is simply an advanced 
step in the marketing of Mich- 
igan farm products and will ‘be a 
great benefit not only to the pro- 
ducer but to the consumer as 
well,” Commissioner Thomson 
said. “At the same time those 
who-deal .in. eggs--should. benefit. 
materially by the rulings, Com- 
missioner Thomson stated. — 

“The average housewife would 
not consider buying.bananas by 
the dozen today, knowing well 
that bananas vary in size to 
such an extent that purchasing. 
by weight is the only fair 
method. The same should’ apply 
to eggs. No doubt most eggs pur- 
chased by the consumer will be 


in packages containing one dozen, | 


but will be graded with the 
weight stamped on each package. 
This is only fair to all concern- 
ed.”
